1 . This Office Action is response to Applicant's AMENDMENT filed on 07/26/2007. 

2. Claims 1-5, 8-11, 13, 16-19, 22-24, 26 and 29-48 are allowed. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

5. The present application has been thoroughly reviewed. Upon searching a variety 
of databases, the examiner respectfully submits that claims 1-5, 8-1 1,13, 16-19, 22-24, 
26 and 29-48 are allowed in light of the applicants' argument and in light of the prior arts 
of made record. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art$ of record fail toe formula: 

S(wO X S(Wj) X ... X S(w m ) / N (m - 1) , 
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where "m" represents the number of words in the word combination, "N" 
represents the number of segments in the data corpus, and S(w) represents the number 
of unique segments in the data corpus that word WjOf the word combination is in. 

These distinct features, in conjunction with all other limitations of the dependents 
and independent claims render claims 1-5, 8-11, 13, 16-19, 22-24, 26 and 29-48 them 
allowable.
